President, in his reply, stated that at no time had the Second Dail advised 


‘the people to withhold the payment either of income tax or of land annui- 


ies, and he strongly advised those who were in arrear to discharge their 


liabilities at the earliest moment. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 
NUMEROUS AMENDMENTS TO 
THE BILL. 


fhe House resumed consideration of the 
i.ocal Government (Temporary Provisions). 
Hill, 1923, in Committee. 

The Minister for Loca] Government moved 
Section 15 of the bill, which re-enacts’ the 
power given by a decree of the second Dail to 
daise an extra penny rate for giving instruc- 
fion in Irish. 

Mr. O’Shannon (Louth-Meath) moved as an 
ámendmen; to add the following sub-section : 

Any moneys raised and expended by the 
Council of any county or urban district for 
the purpose of providingtinstruction in the 
irish language in the county or urban district 
prior to the passing of this Act shall have 
been lawfully raised and expended.” - 

The amendment was agreed to, and Section 
15; as amended, stood part of the bill. 

The Minister for Loca] Government moved 
Section 16 of the bill. 

Mr. O'Connell (Galway) moved as an amend- 
ment to insert the following sub-section :— 
‘Any moneys raised and expended’ by the 
Council of any county or urban district for the 
purposes specified in this section prior to the 
passing of this Act shall be deemed to have 
been lawfully expended.’’ 

This was agreed to, and the ‘section, as 
amended, stood part of the bill. 

An amendment was moved on behalf of Mr. 
Davin (Leix-Offaly) to add the fo:.owing new 
section before Section 20:—‘*‘ Every Order 
made by ¢he Minister under Sections 11, 13, 
and 19 of this Act, and every rule made by 
the Minister for Education under Section 16 
of this Act, shall be laid before each House 
of the Oireachtas as soon as may be after it 
is made, and if a resolution is passed by each 
House of the Oireachtas within the next 
twenty-One days on which each House has 
sat annulling such Order or rule, such Order 
or rule shall be annulled accordingly, but 
without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done thereunder.”’ 

Section 11 gives power to the Minister to 
dissolve a local authority ; Section 13 provides 
that a member of a local authority may not 
be employed by that or another local 
authority ; Section 19 cites orders which may 
be made by the Minister; and Section 16 
deals with the wer given to County 
Councils to grant. exhibitions, : 

Mr. Johnson (Dublin County) criticised the 
power which the section put in the hands of 


the Ministers, dnd said that it simply mednt- 


annulling the Local Government Act and 
setting up new authorities. 

Mr. agis (Dublin County) said that he 
thought that the amendment was reasonable 
and desirable. 

The Minister for Home Affairs held that the 
action outlined in the soction was an executive 
one which fell to the duty of the Minister 
to perform, rather than one for which the 
collective ‘wisdom of the whole Parliament 
ought to be sought. It was a matter of taking 
definite action for the protection of the rate- 
payers, 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that he would be prepared to bring up an 
amendment at a later stage dealing with the 
matter. : 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


DISTRICT HOSPITALS. 


In moving to delete all words after the 
word “time” in the preamble and to sub 
stitute the words ‘‘ though excessively costly 
in administration, it is futile, inasmuch as it 
is not directed towards the prevention of 


‘the destitution which has to be relieved.” 


Mr. Johnson asked whether the Minister 
was in agreement with the schemes of 
the County Councils generally to close 
down district hospitals and to centralise 
tifese hospitals. -He -“as not going to deal 
with specific cases. There were a great many 
complaints of cases where patients were 
actually killed by the journeys over bad roads 
and mountains when they were being re- 
moved from local to central hospitals.\ He 
thought that they ought to have from the 
Minister some declaration of how he intended 
adopting these schemes; whether he proposed 
fó conform to a particular plan <r to con- 
‘rm the clesing down of small hospitals. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis quoted from the bill, 
stated that the resident doctor or 
surgeon would have power to admit any cases 
oi accident or urgency, but thatythey had

FINANCIA!, IMMORALITY. 


| President Césgrave said that he would not 


accept the amendment. Government accounts 
and liabilities, and those of public bodies, 
had to be paid. at an -exact time, and non- 
payment at the exact time threw out of gear 
the financial arrangements of the State and 
local authorities. It would be unjust and un- 
fair to the vast majority of the ratepayers if 
relief was hig to a single one of these rate- 
payers for his liability for a particular period.

Professor Magennis (National University) 
said that he arded the amendment as 
valuable, inasmuch as it had got the state- 
ment which they had heard from the Presi- 
dent with regard to the question of the pay- 
ment of income tax. When he had raised 
the subject on the draft of the Constitution 
the President said that there was no decree 
by the Second Dail inviting or directing any 
one to withhold payment of incometax to the 
British Treasury. In the proceedings of the 
Second Dail it was made very clear that. when 
certain deputies urged, in « order : to make 
British. Government difficult, by, withholding 
of certain moneys, the members. of 
Ministry, notably the Minister for Finance, 
were strongly against the issue of ‘such & 
decree, on the ground, as stated by the Pre- 
sident that it might endanger the credit of the 
country. He waa not aware of that, nor were 
the people of the country, until a later stage. 

Most of the people were under the -inipres- 
sion that public acts,’ such as-the burning of 
the Custom House and of the Income Tax Col- 
lectors’ Offices were the policy of. the, Dail 
at the time, with a view to destroying) the 
records. That was a mistake, but thg@se whe 
committed those acts were not rebuked, and‘ it 
was quite clear that a wrong construction was 
placed upon what had occurred, the view 
then.taken being that those acts were a vital 
blow to the British Government ‘in the 
country. If that was not the ity, then 
those who destroyed the Custom House and 
those other buildings had exceeded the scope 
of their authority in destroying the income tax 
returns and records. 


PATRIOTISM AND THE PURSE. 

Mr. O'Higgins said. that there never were 
any instructions issued by the Second Dail, 
‘or by anyone else in the country, to withhold 
payment of income tax‘or land annuities, He 
recollected, when deputations came from the 
country to urge that course upon the late 
General Michael Collins, and they “told him 
how popular it would be that instructions 
should be issued that land annuities should 
not be paid, Mr. Collins rejected their pro- 
posals, jor he was a builder and not 4 
wrecker; he did not act in the spirit of “a 
bull in 4 China shop, who wrecked for the 
sake of wrecking. He had a real, sense of 
the danger of doing anything of the kind. 
He held that the people should not be en- 
couraged to evade payment of their real liabili- 
ties, and he saw that when the people’s Go- 
vernment was set up any such . instruction 
would afterwards make their task a dimecult 


one. 

He (Mr. O’Higgins) took it that even those 
who said that there was an implied injunc- 
tion to withhold income tax from the: British 
Government would regard it as a mere tem- 
porary suspension, and that the money 
legally due would be paid at the proper time 
to the Irish Government. He felt sure that 
this cotintry did not contain within its shores 
citizens who patriotism did not. run farther 
than their purse. 


PUBLIC BELIEF. 

Mr. Johnson drew attention to the proceed- 
ings in the second Dail in June, 1919, in 
which, he said, the question of the payment of 
income tax was discussed.” The reply then 
was that, the principal difficulty in the case 
was as to securing sufficient support for en 
agitation against its imposition as being illegal 
under the Act of Union. No decree of the 
Dail was passed imposing the income tax; 
therefore, no income tax was legally enforce. 
able during the period 1919-20; and from all 
that the people could learn they felt fully 
justified that it was against public policy to 
recogriise an Act of the British Parliament 
imposing income tax—after the British Parlia- 
ment had ceased to have any authority in this 
country. 
Parliament after the setting up of the Dail. 
The Dail had not ratified that Act. Under 
the new Constitution the people. who pre- 
viously had given allegiance to the Republic 
were now told that they were in duty bound 
to recognise this tax as being legally enforce- 
able. The payment of this tax, he held, could 
not be collected until the Dail passed an Act 
legalising it. 


GENERAL COLLINS’S VIEW. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister of Loca] Government, 
said that the income tax was considered by 
the Dail and by the Cabinet of the old Dail, 
and the view taken by the late General Collins, 
who never had any doubt that some of them 
would be engaged in carrying on the Govern- 
ment of the country, was—the idea was never 
entertained seriously of asking the people not 
to pay their income tax or their Land Com- 
mission annuities. He had frequently heard 
the late General Collins say that it would be 
easier to get the people to stop paying those 
demands than to get them to begin paying 
them again. When the income tax question 
was under consideration by the Dail Cabinet, 
a scheme was formed for the collection of 
Income tax. That scheme was finally aban- 
doned until fh suitable time later, being aban- 
doned because of the activities of the “ Black 
and Tans,’’ who made the collection of the 
tax impossible. When the collection of the 
tax was abandoned in 1921, that abandonment 
was not regarded as final. He remembered 
General Collins saying that he believed that 
the collection of the tax was impossible “‘ for 
the present.” 

They were prepared to accept the Acts 
passed by the British Government for the 
purpose of having an income tax which they 
might collect for the use of the Dail and its 
Executive. The intention of the Dail was 
‘that of the tax were not paid to the British 
Government, then it should be paid to Dail 
Eireann. There ‘never was on the part of any 
responsible section of the Dail any intention of 
allowing people to get off and put the tax 
into their eae ye oc In insisting that the 
tax be npw paid they believed that they were 
doing what was always in the mind ‘of the 
first and second Dails and of their Ministries. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that the President's 
statement regarding the first and second Dails 
was very welcome, and he urged that the 
position of the old Dail Courts under the pre- 
sent state of affairs should be put right. A

Mr. William Sears seconded the motion, 
and paid a tribute to the efficiency of the 
Dublin hospitals.

TYRONE DAIRY COWS SHOW.—In con- | 
nection with Omagh Cow-testing Association, 
a successful show of dairy cows was held on 
Thursday in the show grounds, Omagh, with 
a view to registering in the Herd Book of the 
Ministry as dairy cows.

Sir James Craig's speech 
proves beyond doubt that a modus vivendt 
between the Free State and Northern Ire 
land is possible, and no chance of im- 
proving the relations between them ought 
to be allowed to pass, Once the proposed 
Customs frontier is established a political 
element will be introduced into a purely 
economic problem, and all good Irishmen 
should strive to avoid such a development. 
If Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues should 
consent to the postponement of their plan, 
‘we believe that much good would accrue 
to the nation as a whole. Such an act 
would convince even the most prejudiced 
critic of their policy that they meant well 
by the Northern Government, and nobody 
would re-act more rapidly to a friendly 
gesture than the Northern people them- 
selves. Be that as it may, nothing what- 
ever ought to be done until the Free State 
Parliament ha. had an opportunity of 
expressing its views on this most vital 
matter. So far it has not been 
either in the Senate or in the Dau. 
such a drastic change in the country’s 
economic system will not be allowed to 
take place until it has been discussed in 
all its bearings.

Imperial Policy. 


It is stil] doubtful whether the Imperial 
Conference will be held this year. Mr. 
Bonar Law has made vague relerences to 
some of the problems with which it will be 
called to “deal, but so far—probably 
because he is so preoccupied with 
European and home affairs—he has not 
sent formal invitations to the Dominion 
Premiers. There have been signs of late 
that the Overseas Governments are becom- 
ing restive at the delay, and in public 
speeches two or three statesmen have 
hinted plainly thai the time for action has 
arrived. Thus, for instance, Mr. 5. M. 
Bruce, who has succeeded Mr. W. M. 
Hughes as Prime Minister of Australia, 
devoted the greater part of his speech in 
the House of Representatives on Thursday 
to an analysis of the questions on which 
the units of the Empire must take counsel 
in order to devise a common policy. He 
put the question of Empire defence in tho 
forefront. “It is the most important 
problem of the day,” he declared, “and it 
can only be effectively solved with the 
assistance of Great Britain and the other 
Dominions. If an Imperial Conference is 
not called we will press for one to deal 
with this vital question.”’: This is a clarion 
call which Mr. Bonar Law cannot afford 
not to hear. It shows clearly that the 
Motherland’s children have reached their 
full stature, and that they are not merely 
willing, but anxious, to take their full 
share in the burden of Empire. Their 
populations are small, but their political 
sources of wealth are great. 

Defence is but one of the many problems 
which await a solution by the Imperial 
Conference. To Australia at least the 
question of redistributing the Empire's 
white population is, perhaps, even more 
urgent. A continent with a population oi 
about 4,000,000 souls cannot maintain a 
“colour ban "’ indefinitely, when thousands 
of industrious men and women in over- 
crowded Japan are yearning for a chance 
to earn an honest livelihood outside their 
own island, They look with envious eyes 
across the ocean to the fertile plains of 
Australia, which are ripe for development ; 
and, sooner or later, unless the number of 
white settlers is increased, their wishes 
mnst be gratified. The Empire Settle- 
ment Committee has done something 
towards the solution of their problem, but 
éin comparison with the Dominion’s need 
its efforts have been almost ludicrousty 
small. A bolder and bigger scheme must 
be evolved, and it can be evolved only by 
the statesmen of the Empire in conference. 
Britain, despite her losses in the war, has 
a surplus population, and at the moment 
1,500, men are out of work, The imme- 
diate task is to transfer these surplas men 
to the countries where they can engage in 
productive work and become honest and 
prosperous citizens. If that could be done 
it would be a great thing for the Empire. 
Britain’s taxation would fall to a more 
reasonable level with the disappearance of 
the dole; trade would be stimulated by a

With the demise of the “ Wide Streets Com- 
missioners ” early in the last century, the 
orderly development of Dublin died an un- 
timely death. Since then the City and ~ 
suburbs—like Topsy—** just wea” ! In 
certain directions during the fast 100 years it 
‘growed ” at an anprecedented pace, and the 
results of its ea sr development are 
everywhere in evidence to-day. Industry and 
commerce shifted their centre of gravity 
rapidly eastwards to the deep-water berths ; 
the middle-classes found new amenities along 
the line of the Westland Row and Harcqnrt 
street Railways; and the last rapid movement 
followed the northern and southern routes of 
suburban tramways. Four definitely marked 
and formidable groups of problems now re- 
main as the heritage of these movements. 

First, the western portions of the City 
which lie between the Northern Quays and 
the North Circular road, and between the 
Southern Quays and the South Cireular road, 
have fallen into decay. Secondly, the hinter- 
land of North Wall is a tangle of railways, 
factories, and waste spaces. in which in- 
dividual interests have jostled each other in 
wild and extravagant disorder, in which 
neither street traffic facilities nor housing 
necessities have received any effective atten- 
tion, Thirdly, approaches from the City to 
the most thickly populated suburbs—e.7.,

“IR JAMES CRAIG’S APPEAL TO 
THE SOUTH.

BELFAST, Inrday. 
Sir James Craig, the Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, speaking at a meeting of 
Belfast Wholesale Merchants to-day, 
said that they could congratulate themselves 
that they had weathered the storm, and that 
the future was brighter than it appeared 
possible two years ago. 

They had been boycotted and their goods 
-and merchandise wantonly destroyed... He had 
secured a definite assurance that the pr ~erty 
helonging to Ulster owners ‘which had been 
destroyed in the South should be treated in 
the matter of compensation in no worse re- 
spect than that belonging to residents in 
(;reat Britain. 

He believed that if trade was cut from 
the South te any great extent, it might be 
possible for traders to bend their energies 
and attention Scotland and England and 
sthe Overseas Dominions, and, as far as pos- 
sible, adapt their machinery to picking up

trade where they would be welcomed, instead 
of thwarted. 
He had done what he could across the 


Channel, and their various associatifins had 
déne their best to impress upon the busiuvess 
and commercial life of Great Britain the im- 
portance. of realising that Ulster was as safe 
to trade with as any of the counties in Eng- 
land, Scotland, or Wales. 

He suggested that merchants in Ulster 
should head their business notepaper ** Via 
Beliast, Ulster,” and eliminate the risk of 
correspondence. rom by the Southern rail- 
way system.

If thev turned to the Free State Consequen- 
tial Provisions Bill, which was passed contem- 
poraneously, with the bill ratifying the 
Free State, and clearing up many outstand- 
ing matters affecting Ulster in relation to the 
British,Government on account of the changes 
made in the Act of 1921, they would find the 
following words :— 

‘Ip ascertaining the net cost of the Ex- 
chequer of the United Kingdom on reserved 
services, the Joint Exehequer Board, shall 
have regard to any increase of expenditure 
thereon, which may appear to them tc be 
attributable to the establishment of the 
Irish Free State, and, shall make such al- 
lowance in respect of any such increase as 
may appear to them+to be just.”’

TO OVERSEAS TREADE.”

LONDON, Friday. 

The Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
announce that as from midmght on dist 
March, 1923, traffic with the Irish Free State, 
whether by sea or over the land boundary 
between the Free State and\Nortkern Ivre- 
land, will for all purposes be imports and 
exports, subject to the Customs laws and re- 
gulations applicable to overseas trade. 

Ships trading between Great Britain or 
Nerthern Ireland and the Irish Free State 
will, accordingly, be under the obligations to 
furnish reports of cargo on arrival, and mant- 
fests on deparjure. importers and esportes 
of goods, whether lable to duties or free, 
will be required to deliver to the Customs, 
either themselves or by an agent, entries in- 
wards, or shipping bills or specifications out- 
wards, as the case may be, and also to 
arrange for the opening of pacxages ior Cus- 
toms examination, in accordance with the 
Customs Acts. 

Customs duties will be chargeable, draw- 
backs will be payable, and exportations from 
bonded warehouse allowable, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Customs Acts. 
The transit and transhipment regulations will 
apply to goods consigned from the Free State 
to destinations abroad, via ports in Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland and vice versa, 
Passengers and their baggage will be liable 
to Customs examination, and to sayment of 
duty on Customable articles. 

Traffic between Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Free State across the land boundary will 
similarly be imports and exports, and subject 
to the provisions of the Customs Acts and 
of special statutory regulations. The con- 
veyance of merchandise, whether by road or 
rail, will be confined to certain routes, and 
limited to tertain hours approved by the Com- 
missioners.” Goods crossing the land boundarv 
must be reported and entered iswards, or 
manifested outwards, as the -case may be, 
brought to a Customs station for examina- 
tion, duties paid, etc., in similar fashion to 
sea traffic. ‘The precise routes and hours are 
now under consideration, and will be an- 
nounced later. 

It will be understood that shippirg trade 
and removals of goods between Northern Ire- 
land and Great Britain, either way, will not 
be affected by the change, but will continue 
to be on the same coastwise basis as at pre- 
sent, and the existing requirements as to 
furnishing specifications. ete., i 
dutiable goods wi!

LINEN AND TOBACCO TRADES 
THREATENED. 

Dundalk merchants, says our Correspondent, 
are seriously perturbed over the proposed 
Customs barrier between the Free State and 
Northern Ireland. i 

At a meeting of those affected a letter read 
from the Dundalk Linen Company stated :— 
‘‘ The proposed duties between Sonthern and 
Northern’ Ireland would make the operation 


of a linen manufacturing concern in Dundalk 
next to impossible. The linen trade in 


Southern Ireland is in a different position to 
that of any other, as it is almost entirely 
dependent on the North for its supplies. 
Goods are also sent backwagds and forwards 
across the border for dyeing, hleaching, etc., 
and if these movements are to be made more 
difficult and expensive it will certainly mean 
that an already hard-hit industry cannot be 
carried on. At the moment over 50 per cent. 
of the plant and machinery of the few re- 
maining concerns is standing idle, and the 
erection of a tariff wall on the border would 
simply be the last straw,” 

In connection with the tobacco business of 
Messrs. Carroll, half of whose output goes to 
Ulster and Great Britain, the new regulations 
would involve this portion of their trade being 
treated as “' foreign, ' and consequently sub- 
ject to the existing tariff on imported manu- 
factured tobacco going into Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, such tariff being from 
ós. to 5s. per lb. higher than the internal 
duty payable hy manufacturers in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. The result of 
this would be that the firm would either have 
to cut off their business outside the Free State 
altogether or establish a factory outside of it 
to deal. with it, which would in either event 
gor “Se mean having to dispense with at 
least half their employés in Dundalk. 

The matter having been discussed, the 
meeting adopted & resolution viewing with 
alarm the proposal to set up a Customs barrier 
between the Free State and Northern Ireland 
at such short notice, fearing that this would 
result in hopeless confusion: and very serious 
delay, and would be most detrimental gene- 
rally to business. and would lead to further 
unemployment. The resolution suggested that 
the present regulations should remain in force 
for some time longer, and that duties should 
be paid into a common poo!, to be divided on 
an agreed basis; or, alternatively, that the 
specification svlltem which at present obtains 
between Ireland and Great Britain should be 
adopted as between tle Free State and 
Northern Ireland. 

This resolution was proposed by Mr. John 
M. Cox, seconded by Mr. P. O'Connell, and 
adopted unanimously. and copies were ordered 
to sent to the Free State Ministry and io 
the mb$mbers for Louth aud Meath.

An incident without a parallel in the hiatory 
of philately has added five or six thousand 
varieties to the Irish overprinted stampa. 

An accent became broken off the Saorstát 
overprint type used in the overprinting of a 
large number of sheets of different values. 
from the á of Stat in one

when the Post Office 


stamp. . Ít .seems that 
authorities found that the accent had been 
broken off this stamp they had an accent 
mark put in on each individual stamp by 
hand. The result is that every one of the 
mended stamps constitutes a new variety. 
Some hundreds of them were displayed yes- 
terday at a meeting of the Irish Philatelic 
Club at the Insurance Institute. In some 
instances the letters '“a” and *‘t” at the 
end of the word Saorstat have also been 
added after the geveral printing, these letters 
having become damaged on the stamp. 

It is computed that this exceptional ex- 
pedicent has added five or six thousand 
varieties. Many of them, such as those with 
double accents, or with the accent misplaced, 
will be of the greatest rarity. 

It was decided. at the meeting that the 
Club should send to members and correspond- 
ents all the information already in hand, and 
any that may be acquired regarding the 
stamps on which these added accents are to 
be found. Forgeries in these cases are, 
happily. impossible, owing to the extreme 
rarity of the stamps without the accent, and 
the comparative abundance of thuse tu which 
the accent is added. 

Mr. G. Jameson Johnston, the President 
ot the Club, showed the inverted surcharge 
on 4, 2d. dies I. and IL. also a forged in- 
verted surcharge on 1d. He also showed 
trial printings of surcharged post-cards, 
.lettsr-cards, and wrappers, in various types. 
These ware not proceeded with owing to the 
difficulty of printing by hand. 


Another member showed a quarter sheet 
of the 2d. stamp, map design, with the 
wmk. inverted and reversed. The Irish 


philatelic field is broadening every day, and 
tlie keenest. interest is being displayed in 
the stamps, uot only here, but in England 
and tne United States.

DEADLOCK IN DUBLIN

The decision of the Masters’ Association to 
accept the wages proposals of the Ministry of 
Industry’ and Commerce has brought the 
strike in the Trish flour-milling industry to 
an evd. The strike Jasted six weeks. 

Work is being resumed on Monday, and 
immediate steps will be taken to bring sup- 
plies to Dublin bakeries up to normal. . 

The iollowing are the terms on which the 
dispute has been terminated :— 

The Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union and the Irish Association of tiour 
Milling Employers to appoint delegates to 
discuss terms of reference for the establish- 
ment of a Joint Industria] Council, the 
delegates to be appointed within. ten days 
from Monday, March 5. 

The following reductions in wages to be 
put into operation—-March 5, 6s. 6d. (city 
mills), 2s. (country mille); May 1, 3a. (city), 
ls. (country); August 1, 2s. 6d. (city), Is. 
(country). . i 

No further alteration in wages before olst 
December, 1923. 

Conntry mills which did not have a re- 
duction in October, 1921, to have above re 
ductions doubled: or. where reduction in 
October, 1921, should have heen ás. 6d., the 
reductions to be—5th March, 4s.; lst May, 
2s.; lst August, 1s. 6d. 

It is understood that. follos ing the prac 
tice under which one-hali the advances 
given to men had been given to women and 
boys, one-half the reductions now applic- 
able to men shall apply to women and 
bovs. i 

It is clearly understood that nothing 
the agreements affects the right of all or 
any of the firms to determine at any time 
whether the cireumstances of their trade 
necessitates the closing down of their mills 
or the “working of short time. 

The agreetfent also provides that the 
employer who finds repairs or ovefhauls first 
necessary need not open his yard immediately. 
An official of the Transport and General 
Union told an /rish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday that, in consequence of 
the nrolonged shut down, work may not be 
found for all the men forthwith. 
millers would erdeavour to have all back as 

&oon as possible. 

The officials stated also. that the workers 
viewed with favour the formation, wnder the 
wages agreement, of a Joint Industrial 
Council, which they believe will take steps 
to have Irish bakers more Irish-milled 
flour in their bread, and by so doing give the 
industry a much-needed filip. 

The mill workers in the Belfast area are 
still on strike. In October, 1921, they 
suffered a reduction in wages of 6s. 6d. per 
week, and now refuse to accept a further re- 
duction of 158., making a total of 2ls.

STATE SOLICITOR’S 
HOUSE BURNED,

A sengafion was creafel in Tralee shortiv 
after nine o cleék on Thursday night, when 
National troops were called to arms. At 
about nine o'clock the handsome residence of 
Mra Liston, State Solicitor for Kerry, known 
as Ballyard House, which is picturesquely 
situated, overlooking Tralee Bay, was entered 
by armed raiders who, with one exception, 
wore masks. 

Mr. Liston, his wife, and brother-in-law 
were the only occupants of Me house. 

When the raiders were admitted by Mr. 
Liston’ at the hall-door three masied men 
carried. rifles. The fourth, who was not 
masked, and was arnted with a “ Peter the 
Painter,’’ ordered Mr. Liston to go to the 
kitchen with his wife and brother-in-law, say- 
ing that they had come to burn the house. 

When asked for the reason the stranger 
said: “We are acting on orders.” 3 

““AÁVhose orders?” inqmred Mr. Liston. 

“Well, not Dick Mulcahy’s order, anyway,” 
was the reply. “ Get down to the kitchen." 

Mr. Liston, nothing daunted, refused to 
stir until his wife appealed to him to come 
with her, Mr. Liston reluctantly complied. 


While he and Mrs. Liston and Mr. 
Louis Galvin, her brother. wére in the 
kitchen, the raiders entered the drawine- 


room and the diningroom, knocked down the 
furniture, and sprinkled the place with petrol. 
A similar process was followed in the other 
apartments on the same floor, while three 
masked men with revolvers kept the three 
oceupants of the house covered. 

When the two front rooms were ablaze, 
shouts of “fire ” were heard in the kitchen, 
and the three masked ‘men, who held the 
occupants prisoners, tied. 

The occupants, not knowing whether the 
whole house was ablaze, rushed out and 
alarmed the neighbours, who hurried to the 


il 


rescue, and poured water on she 
rooms. 

The military were telephoned for to Bally- 
mullen Barracks, and they arrived shortly 
afterwards with their fire appliances, but the 
local people had by that time mastered the 
flames 

Valuable furniture in the two principal 
rooms was, destroved, but the other por- 
tions of the handsome residence were saved, 
together with their furniture. 

Mr. and Mrs. Liston and their family have

MOTOR TRANSPORT. . 

Mr. Philip McNulty, Transport Inspector. 
Department of Agriculture, in the course of 
his evidence, said that for many years past 
traffic for export had taken the most direct 
and natural route. In some cases complaints 
were made because through rates were not 
applied to alternative routes, but the argu- 
ments used by the companies in stich cases 
were that it was not the direct route for rapid 
through conveyancée, and that through rates 
did not apply. Recently companies that had 
to direct traffic to unusual’ routes had treated 
sympathetically applications with regard to 
charges, 

Answering questions with regard to the 
development of motor traffic, the witness said 
that in taking produce from market towns 
to ports motor traffic was som “times cheaper 
than railway rates, and in the case of the 
egy traffic, the eggs had been handed over 
to the ships in better condition than if car- 
ried to the port by rail. He advocated the 
development of motor transn«:t to the nearest 
port, and the organisation of local coastal 
services. Failing drastic lowerine of present 
conveyance rates, it was to be a sociated 
that -unless alternative means of transport 
could be adopted, the development of tillage 
in this country would not on!y be rendered 
unpessible, but the cultivation of the land 
would diminish to a point necessary for local 
requirements only. Motor transport would 
be an alternative. Inland waterways and 
canals, if rendered navigable for boats of 
modern types, as used in other countries, 
could also be turned to effective use as a 
substitute for the railways, whose sc “as 
now cost so much more tha: the grower of 
home produce can afford tq. pay.

SEA AND INLAND . 
FISHERIES. 


Dr. Vincent White (Waterford) asked the 
Minister of Fisheries if he was aware t 
seals and cormorants were causing enormots 
damage to the salman fisheries in Waterford 
Harbour and adjacent inland fisheries, and; if 
in view of this, what measutes the Minister 
would take to diminish the numbér of seals 
and cormorants; further, if the Minister was 
aware that foreign trawlers of many national- 
ties were violating the fishing limits along the 
Waterford coast, particularly in the vicinity 
of. Tramore, and if he would see that tne 
Helga or other vessel, patrolJ@ the area. 

Mr. Lynch said that he already had reports, 
of the damage caused ‘by seals and cormorants 
in the area mentioned, and he had made a 
suggestion, which Wind been favourably re- 
ceived by the Ministry of Defence, that 4 
number of Army markamen should be told off 
to harass these pests. He might add, how- 
ever, that the seal and cormorant were both 
extremely wary, and that any local campaign 
against them heretofore had produced resulta 
wholly incommensurate with the expenditure 
of time and labour involved. ° 

It was a fact that steam trawlers of diffe- 
rent nationalities had seized the opportunity 
presented by the recent absence of the Fishery 
patrol steamer to contravene the bye-laws in 
the area off the Waterford coast. Meastres 
were now being taken to counter this illegal 
activity. 


SALARIES WITHHELD, 


In reply to a question as to the with. 
holding’ of the salaries of two female national 
teachers in County Cork, 

Mr. Lynch for the Minister of Education) 
said-that the teachers referred to were re- 
ported by thé military authorities as actively 
supporting the irregulars, and their salaries 
had peen withheld pending the completion of 
investigations in regard to them by the 
Ministry of Defence. 


UNEMPLOYED TEACHERS.

Mr. Lynch stated that training diplomas 
had been awarded to teachers in all cases 
where the requirements hád been fulfilled, 
bat owing to the present condition of the 
country, it was got always possible to obtain 
reports from the inspectors immediately after 
close of the probationary period. 


MILITARY TRIBUNALS, 


Mr. Gavan Duffy asked the Minister -f 
Defence if his attention had been directed 
to the effect of, the passing of the Constitu- 
tion, and, in particular Article 76 thereof 
upon the jurisdiction of military tribunals, 
and whether the jurisdiction of military tri 
bunals over the civil population was now 
being exercised only in areas in which all 
civil courts were not open or capable of being 
held. 

General Muleahy 
was aware of the 
passing of the Constitution, and in 
particular of Article 70, which he presumed 
vas the article meant, on the jurisdiction 
of military tribunals. No military: tribunals 
were exercising jurisdiction over the civil 
population in any area in which all the civil 
courts were open or capable of being held, 
and in respect of charges which might suit- 
ably be tried by those courts. No person had 
been removed from one area to another in 
order to give jurisdiction té a mulitary 
tribunal, nor was it intended to do ww. 


THE TRIAL OF MICHAEL KILROY. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy asked a long guestion in 
reference to the arrest, imprisonment, and 
trial of Michael Kilroy, who was taken pri- 
soner at Newport, Co. Mayo, on the 24th 
November last. 

Gerieral Mulcahy, in the course of his reply, 
said that the accused did not ask for an inter- 
view with any counsel or solicitor, nor did he 
ive the name of any counsel or solicitor whom 
he wished to defend him until the 15th Feb- 
ruary, when the accused wrote a letter to Mr. 
Sean Oh-Uadhaigh regarding his defence. As 
@ result. Mr. Conor Maguire interviewed the 
accused. as his counsel on the 14th February. 
The delay in communicating with his legal 
advisers was due to the hesitation of the ac- 
eused in deciding whether he would be de- 
‘fended or not, The trial of the accused was 
postponed from the 9th to the 14th February. 
Though he might have done so, the @ccused 
did not give evidence to deny any of the 
charges. 

A DUNDALK EXECUTION, 

Mr. Cathal O’Shannon .(Labour, Louth and 
Meath) asked the Minister wf Defence if he 
was aware that the relatives of the late Thomas 
McKeown, who was executed at Dundalk on 
January 13th, demanded a full inquiry into 
the circumstances of his arrest. 

General Mulcahy replied that a sworn in- 
quiry was held on the 4th January to in- 
vestigate the charges against the late Thomas 
McKeown. It was not alleged that the revolver 
and ammunition were found in the apartment 
occupied by the accused-—the revolver an 
ammunition were found in the house occupied 
by him. The unauthorised ession of the 
revolver and ammunition rendered the accused 
liable to the death penalty. At the inqtiry 
McKeown admitted full responsibility for the 
revolver and ammunition, and stated that he 
had read the proclamation referred to. In the 
circumstances, he (General Mulcahy) did sot 
consider that aty further inquiry was neces- 
sary. 

THE EDUCATION 

Replying to Mr. 
(Labour), 

Mr. Finian Lynch (for the Minister of Fdu- 
cation) said that it was proposed to adopt, 
as far as might be practicable, in drawing 
up the programme for the Intermediate 
schools for the next school year, the recom- 
mendations of the Dail Commission on 
secondary education.

‘ARMED OUTRAGE NEAR 
POULAPHOUCA.

The Midland Great Western Railway 
Company's mail train from Ballina to Dublin 
was stopped by about twenty armed men 
near Kiltoom station on Thursday evening. 
The driver, freman, guard, and passengers 
were ordered out, the engine was uncoupled, 
and taken some distance up the line. ‘Then 
it was reversed, and sent back at high speed, 
so that it collided with the empty coaches. 
So violent was the impact that the three [front 
carriages were wrecked. The tender of the 
engine became disconnected, and was also 
wrecked, while the other carriages of the 
train were set in motidn, and did not stop 
until they reached Knockcroghery. 

General Symonds, of Claremorris, and a 
number of unarmed soldiers were on the 
train. The raiders took the leggings of the 
unarmed men. ‘They ordered General 
Symonds to give up his revolver, and, when 
he refused, they took him off as prisoner. 
The raiders seized his revolver and his money, 
and released him some hours later.

Thursday being Tair day in Roscommon, the 
train carried many passengers. They arrived 
in Athione at nine o’clock—about five hours 
late, 

Kiltoom station was burned not long ago 
by armed men. 

On Thursday evening also the Dublin and 
Blessington Railway train was attacked near 
Poulapbouca. It had left Blessington, and 
was passing Ballymore road when it was 
stopped by armed men. They ordered every 
person «ff, uncoupled the engine, and sent it 
on at full speed. It ran through Poulaphouca 
Station, and, smashing. the terminal buffers 
and running clear, got on to the country road, 
where it came to a stop. But for the fact 
that this road was soft owing to the recent 
os wheels sank into the surface—the 
ugine might have sped on to the hridge, and 
been thrown into the Poulaphouca Waterfall. 

The carriage, which had been separated 
from the engine, was burned by the raiders. 

At the time of the outrage there were only 
nine passengers on thé train... They were put 
to much inconvenience, and .a the absence of 
the return train many persons had to walk 
to Dublin from stations along the line. 


PROPERTY LAW. 


LORD BIRKENHEAD’S 
SIMPLIFYING ACT. 


In a lecture before the Statistical and Social 
Inquiry Society of Ireland at Plunkett House, 
Merrion square, yesterday, the Lord Chief 
Justice (President) dealt with “ The Simplifi- 
cation of Property, with special reference to 
the English Law of Property Act, 1922.” 

On a former occasion, he said, he had sug- 
gested that in the trial of cases on indictment 
there were six reforms which he hoped to 
see carried out in the néar future :— - 

That in the indictment itself the offence 
be; described in ordinary language. 

That every person charged with an offence. 
and the wife or husband or the person so 
charged, should be a competent witness for 
the defence at every stage of the proceed 


ings. 

That the judge, in his discretion, should be 
at liberty to allow the jury 
cases of felony, and not 
misdemeanour 

That a Court of Criminal Appeal should be 
established. : 

That in everv case where a person is con 
victed of an indictable offence. t! judge, if 
he thought fit, should be allowed to order 
the person convicted to pay the whole or any 
part of the costs of the prosecution. 

That a verdict agreed to by ten members 
of the jury of twelve should be accepted. 

None of these reforms, most of which have 
already been adopted in England, have been 
carried out in this country. He now drew 
attention to the teforms which had been car- 
fied out «dn England by the Law 
of Property Act, 1922. some of which 
were peculiarly applicable to this country. 
Lord Birkenhead -had stated that the. main 
characteristics of the new Act might be sum- 
marised under twelve heads, which include 
the reduction of tenures to freehold and lease- 
hold for years; the restriction of legal (as

e fee-simple and leaseholds for years. not 
depending on the dropping of a life; the auto- 
matic getting in of all outstanding legal 
estates, and the vesting of the same in the 
persons entitled; the conferring on trustees 
who hold land on trust for gale. the powers 
of a tenant for life; the vesting of the entirety 
of the land held or undivided shares. in 
trustees on trust for sales with full power to 
postpone the sale; the keeping of the trusts 
of the settlements off the title to the Jand ; 
the. relegation of mortgagees to their true 
position by giving them a charge on the land; 
general amendments of the Settled Land Acts. 

Sir Arthur Underhil! had summed up the 
benefits of the Act by. stating that it simplifies 
the law of real and personal “property as far 
as possible. It makes all land saleable and 
manageable by providing that the legal estate 
shall be vested in an absolute owner, subject 
Or not to mortgages; in persons having the 
hey of a tenant for life under the Settled 
and Acts; or in trustees for sale. It does 
away with the evils of tenancy in common at 
law, while safeguarding the material interests 
of cowwners in equity, 

It places the law of intestacy on 
a more just basis. lt gives large 
powers to tenants for life, and sweeps 
away all manner of technicalities which fre- 
quently cause hardship and disappointment. 
The conveyancer, in investigating the titles, 
will only need to trace the legal estate. ' 

The lecturer did not expect any reforms on 
the same lines to be immediately carried out 
in the Irish Free State; but he hoped that 
public interest would be aroused on this 
important subject.
